Unanimous 
Panel Vote 
for Blackmun

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Senate Judiciary Committee ap* 
proved by a 1G*0 vote today 
President Nixon's nomination of 
Judge Harry A. Blackmun to be 
a Supreme Court Justice. 


Chairman James 0, Eastland, 


D-Miss., told newsmen that a 
report recommending conftrrna* 
tion of the 61-year-old Roches* 
ter, Minn,, judge will be filed in 
the Senate Thursday. 


He said 48 hours had been 


granted for the filing of individ- 
ual views, expected from both 
Sen. Robert C. Byrd, D-W.Va., 
and Sen. Birch Bayh, D-lnd. 


Byrd told newsmen that al- 


though he supports Blackmun's 
nomination, he would not have 
been his first choice. He said 
that, among others, he would 
have preferred Judge Clement 
F. 
Haynsworth Jr., of South 


Carolina. 


Haynsworth was one of two 


Southern judges nominated by 
Nixon for the year-old vacancy 
on the Supreme Court but re- 
jected by the Senate. The other 
was Judge G. Harrold Carswell 
of Florida. 


Sen. Joseph D. Tydings, D- 


Md», was the only committee 
member whose vote was not 
immediately recorded. Howev- 
er, Eastland said that Tydings 
will be permitted to vote later 
and he expects the vote will be 
unanimous. 


Indications 
were 
that 
the 


nomination 
would 
not 
be 


brought up for action in the Sen- 
ate until the first of next week. 


Blackmun has been a member 


of the Eighth U.S. Circuit Court 
of Appeals since 1959. 


A draft committee report to 


the 
Senate 
called Blackmun 


"thoroughly 
qualified" 
and 


found no impropriety in his par- 
ticipation in four cases in which 
he had a stock interest. 


No one testified in opposition 


to Blackmun during a three- 
hour hearing last Wednesday, 
but the committee put off a vote 
at the request of Sen. Robert C. 
Byrd, D-W.Va., to allow mem- 
bers to study the record. 


"His opinions appear to re- 


flect judicial restraint, a respect 
for judicial precedent, and a 
recognition of the constitutional 
demarcation 
of authority be- 


tween the judicial and legisla- 
tive branches," Byrd said Mon- 
day in supporting the nomina- 
tion. 


Blackmun is President Nix- 


on's third nominee to fill a high 
court vacancy created by the 
resignation 
of Abe Fortas a 


year ago. The Senate rejected 
nomination of Judge Clement F. 
Haynsworth Jr., Greenville, 
S.C., 
and Judge G. Harrold 


Carswell, 
Tallahassee, 
Fla. 


Haynsworth was criticized on 
ethics grounds, whileCarswell's 
judicial record and racial views 
were questioned. 


Nixon lambasted the Senate 


for what he called regional dis- 
crimination and then nominated 
Blackmun as the man to fit his 
requirement that a "strict con- 
structionist" should be on the 
court. 


The charge of regional dis- 


crimination 
brought protests 


from Sen. Birch Bayh, D-Ind., 
and other senators active in the 
long bitter fights against the 
two earlier nominations. 


So far, there have been no 


signs a fight will brew up over 
the Blackmun nomination. 


The committee's draft report 


said in over 11 years the judge 
had participated "in only four 
cases in which he had any finan- 
cial connection whatsoever."

TEL AVIV (AP) - Israeli De- 


fense Minister Mosho Dayan of- 
fered 
Egypt an "unconditional 


and unlimited" cease-fire Mon- 
day night but said Israel would 
not be driven from the banks of 
the Suez Canal by the Egyptians 
or the Russians. 


"The government is ready to 


re-establish 
an unconditional 


and unlimited cease-fire even if 
this will enable Egypt to reor- 
ganize and put up SA3 missile 
sites," Dayan told a student 
rally in Haifa. 


"We are willing to accept this 


because we sincerely want 
a 


cease-fire, because it would end 
the war and open the corridor to 
some kind of an arrangement." 
But Dayan vowed that Israel 
would maintain the cease-fire 
line at the canal and is "ready 
to fight physically to hold the 
... lines even against Soviet 
aid." 


"We shall work out a policy 


which will enable us to hold the 
lines and to refrain from any 
contact with the Soviets as far 
as possible," Dayan said. 


The Israeli and U.S. govern- 
ments reported last week that 
Soviet pilots now are flying with 
the Egyptian air force over the 
Nile Delta although not over the 
Suez Canal front. Asked why Is- 
rael had stopped its bombing at- 
tacks in the delta, Dayan said 
the aim of "sowing death and 
destruction among the Egyptian 
army" had been achieved. 


"At this stage," he added, 


"with the entry of the Soviets, 
we prefer to wait and see what 
we can do now." 


He also said he wished the 


United States would face up to 
the Soviets in the Middle East 
like "a real tiger with biting 
teeth." 


Former Vice President Hu- 


bert H. Humphrey told a meet- 
ing 
of 
the Israel-American 


Friendship League in Tel Aviv 
that the United States should 
warn the Soviet Union it will not 
tolerate intervention against a 
friendly nation in the Middle 
East.

championship playoffs. 


"It was just meant to be to- 


night," chortled Walt Frazier, 
who scored 21 points and direct- 
ed an inspired comeback that 
shot the Knicks into a 3-2 lead in 
this best-of-7 series. 


You had to be there to believe 


it— and even then it wasn't easy. 


Reed, playing on a pair of 


pain-ravaged 
knees 
to 
begin 


with, bruised the right hip at 
3:40 of the first quarter. The 
Knicks' ace center was finished 
for the night. 


DeBusschere, the Knicks' oth- 


er big rebounder at forward, 
was one of a succession of play- 
ers who took on the Lakers' Wilt 


, Chamberlain at center. He sat 


• out most of the last period with 


five fouls while the Knicks were 
making a comeback from a 53- 
40 halftime deficit. 


But the Knicks had a basket 


of heroes— and one of them was 
Dave Stallworth, a reserve for- 
ward who played like an all- 
star center against Chamber- 
lain. 


Chamberlain got the message, 


too. Stallworth drove big Wilt to 
distraction with his fluid moves 
and picture-perfect shooting. He 
scored 10 points in the last 10 
minutes as the Knicks climbed 
back from an 82-75 third quarter 
deficit.

around Wilt." safd the fcfoot-7' 
Stallworth, who is four to five 
inches shorter than the Lakers' 
center. "1 wanted to make him 
commit himself." 


Cazzie Russell, another ace in 


the hole with six quick points,

that gave New York a 101-94 
lead, said, "it looked bad when 
Willis was taken out." 


"But we just had to regroup

month, made top marks on the 
mound 
Monday 
night, taming 


the Chicago Cubs 7-2 with a six 
hitter. 


In going the distance for the 


first time in four starts this 
speing, Bouton equaled his com- 
jplete game total for last season, 
when he made 
13 appearances 


— all but two of them in relief— 
for Seattle and Houston. 


In the only other games on the 


schedule, Atlanta ran its win- 
ning streak to seven with a 5-3 
victory over Pittsburgh and Cin- 
cinnati made it six straight wins 
by pounding St. Louis 7-3. 


Bouton shrugged off a pre- 


game earned run average of 
7.41, limited the Cubs to one un- 
tainted run and scored twice 
himself 
while 
squaring 
his 


pitching record at 2-2. 


The 31-year-old veteran, who 


won 21 and 18 games for the 
New York Yankees in 1903-64 
before losing his fastball touch, 
has 
fought his way back by 


mastering the dancing knuckler. 


But one new pitch wasn't 


enough, so he tossed his hat in 


Jceep - moving the literary ring, dictating into 


a ^P6 recorder last winter and 
passing on the results to an edi- 
tor for publication. 


"I was going to write a book if 


I ever got famous," 
Bouton 


said. "But I decided I couldn't 
wait any longer. 


"I use the language of the

Bouton let his knuckleball do 


the talking against the Cubs, 
sending them reeling to their 
fourth straight loss. He also 
scored the first of two Houston 
runs in the third inning after 
being plunked by a Bill Hands 
pitch, then punched a single in 
the eighth to start a four-run 
wrapup burst.

HOUSTON, Tex. (AP) - Uni- 


versity of Texas football and 
baseball superstar James Street 
drew a public censure Monday 
from the Southwest Conference 
athletic council for an incident 
that left Baylor baseball coach 
Dutch Schroeder stretched out. 


The faculty representatives 


said Street was guilty of "re* 
grettable misconduct and undis- 
ciplined behavior" in the April 
18 baseball game between Texas 
and Baylor. 


The council also reprimanded 


and censured Tommy Harmon, 
the 
Longhorn catcher. 


Street was the 
quarterback 


who led the Longhorns to the 
national 
collegiate 
football 


championship last year and is 
also the top pitcher for the Tex- 
as baseball 
team. So fir this 


year he holds a 12-0 conference 
record, 
including a 
perfect 


game. 


The incident which caused the 


reprimand came on a squeeze 
play. The Baylor batter missed 
Street's 
pitch 
and 
Harmon 


tagged out a Baylor baserunner 
between third and home. 


Schroeder, who was coaching 


at third base, rushed onto the 
field. He and Street collided. 
Several Baylor players charged 
at 
the time 
that 
Street hit 


Schroeder 
with a 
forearm. 


Street said the collision was ac- 
cidental. 


The faculty representatives, 


after two days of debate on the 
matter, said Street's "sharp 
bodily 
contact with the Baylor 


head coach, though apparently 
impulsive rather 
than 
delib- 


erate, was reprehensible and a 
discredit to him, his team, his 
university and the Southwest 
Athletic Conference. 


"A full consideration of the 


circumstances 
which imme- 


diately preceded the incident re- 
veals that Texas catcher Tom- 
my Harmon was guilty of an 
unnecessary hard tag of a base- 
runner that apparently triggered 
the deplorable developments." 


A source inside the meeting 


told The Associated Press the 
Baylor faculty athletic commit- 
tee had made a motion that 
Street be suspended from fur- 
ther athletic competition, but 
after a discussion, the group de- 
cided to substitute a reprimand. 


In Austin, Street said, "Ithlnk 


it is embarrassing, the entire 
situation is embarrasing. May- 
be too much has been said about 
it. 


"I 
didn't 
intentionally hit 


Schroeder. I think it was a col- 
lision. I didn't run into him, 
and I don't say he ran into me. 
I didn't intentionally go after the 
coach. I felt, standing there, 
that 
he saw 
me. 
It really 


shocked me when there was a 
collision." 


Frank Erwin, chairman of the 


University 
of Texas 
System 


board of regents, said in a state- 
ment that Street and Harmon 
"have the complete confidence 
and support of the board of re- 
gents of the UT System, They 
are good students, fine athletes 
and outstanding competitors. At 
a time when many of our young 
people are engaging in campus 
riots and disruptions, these two 
are 
young men in whom not 


only all Texans but all of the 
people of this country can take 
pride." 


The faculty committee also 


decided to set up a study com- 
mittee on another matter involv- 
ing Street. 


Street withdrew from school 


after 
the football season but 


prior 
to mid-term exams. He 


did not forfeit has baseball eligi- 
bility because of a special con- 
ference rule which allows a stu- 
dent to withdraw if Ms teachers 
say he is passing. 


"The 
discussions brought up 


the matter of hardship cases 
should the rule be changed in 
any way and this led to the de- 
cision to appoint a study com- 
mittee," Howard Grubbs, con' 
ference 
executive 
secretary, 


said. 
Grubbs said the rule was at 


least 35 years old and had been 
used frequently by all schools,

conference expects the 


proper University of Texas au* 
thoriUes to assume response 
bility in preventing a recurrence 
of such disturbing situations in 
the future."

country of peaceful dissent and 
just as strongly against the re- 
sort to violence as a means of 
such expression," he said. 


Agnew said the Kent State 


violence had been "predictable 
and avoidable" and the events 
of the day make self-evident the 
truth of his repeated attacks 
against militant dissent. 


"For the first time in history 


a great nation is threatened not 
by those who have nothing—but 
by those who have almost ev- 
erything," Agnew said in the 
prepared text he delivered to 
the 
American Retail Federa- 


tion. 


"As a nation we are strong 


enough to deal with the violent 
revolutionaries 
in the street, 


with those who want to seize 
power," Agnew said, declaring 
that his prepared remarks were 
entirely 
appropriate 
to 
the 


events of the day. 


He castigated those he called 


"smug purveyor 
of mockery 


and scorn" and those politicians 
whom he said are "ready to en- 
dorse tumultuous confrontation 
as a substitute for debate." 


"We liave seen all too clearly 


that 
there 
are 
men—now in 


power in this country—who do 
not 
represent authority, who 


cannot cope with tradition, and 


topsy report wouldn't be com- 
pleted for about a week. 


Three students remained in 


critical condition today. One of 
them, 
Dean Kahler, of East 


Canton, Ohio, 
was paralyzed 


from the waist down, according 
to Paul Jacobs, administrator at 
Robinson Memorial Hospital in 
Ravenna. 


Eight other persons, including 


two guardsmen were hospital- 
ized. One of the two guardsmen 
was treated for shock and the 
other had collapsed from ex- 
haustion. 


The Cleveland Plain Dealer, 


Ohio's largest newspaper, called 
editorially for "an immediate 
investigation and prompt steps 
to prevent a recurrence of the 
most 
tragic campus 
violence 


ever in the United States. 


"Many questions will have to 


be answered: Why ware these 
people shot? Who shot first? 
How could these deaths have 
been avoided? 


President Nixon deplored the 


campus 
deaths. 
In a White 


House statement, he said: 


"This should remind us all 


once again that when dissent 
turns to violence it invites trag- 
edy. It is my hope that this trag- 
ic and unfortunate incident will 
strengthen the determination ol 
all the nation's campuses, ad- 
ministrators, faculty and stu- 
dents alike to stand firmly for 
the right which exists in this 
country of peaceful dissent and 
just as strongly against the re- 
sort to violence as a means of 
such oxpression." 


The campus and the City of 


Kent were sealed off following 
the shootings. 


School officials ordered the 


faculty, staff and 19,000 students 
to leave. Classes were suspend- 
ed 
indefinitely by University 


President Robert I. White. 


Later, Portage County Prose- 


cutor Ronald Kane, armed with 
a 
court 
injunction, officially 


closed the university until fur- 
ther notice. 


As Nixon made his moves 


with Congress, violence marred 
antiwar demonstrations sweep- 
ing campuses nationwide since 
Nixon's decision last week to 
send U.S. ground troops into 


Cambodia. 


At 
Kent State University in 


uhlo, four students were killed 
by National Guardsmen during 
aii antiwar rally in which offi* 
cials said snipers fired on the 
troops. Twelve persons were in* 
jnred. 


At the White House, Nixon 


said the killings should remind 
everyone 
that 
"when dissent 


turns to violence it invites trag- 
edy." 


The White House said a Jus- 


tice Df.-partment probe into the 
deaths is a possibility.

SS Rules on 
Disabled 
Children 


What social security protec- 


tion is provided for people born 
disabled or those who becomc- 
disabled before they are old 
enough to work? Otis A. Black- 
wood, social security manager, 
gave the following response to 
to that question: 


People torn disabled or who 


became disabled before their 
18th 
birthday are eligible for 


social security benefits on the 
record of their working parent 
when ho dies or becomes 3iitit« 
led to benefits, If both parents 
work, their child is potentially 
eligible on both records but he 
can only receive benefits on one. 


The Social Security Adminis- 


tration refers to these benefici- 
aries as disabled adult children 
because their benefits are the 
same a.s those paid children un- 
der 18. 


For example, take the case of 


a child w>-; call Earnie. Earnle 
was torn with a brain injury 


so severe he was never able 
to work. His parents have con- 
tinued to care for him all his 
life and even though Earnie is 
in an institution most of 
the 


time, they are responsible for 
his care. 


When Earnie's father retires 


and becomes eligible for soda" 
security benefits, Earnie will re- 
ceive social security benefits, 
too, because his disability began 
before his 18th birthday. The 
same would be true ifEarnie's 
father became disabled or died. 
Earnie's age is not a factor be- 
cause his disability began in 
childhood, 


Disability for social security 


purposes is defined as a mental 
or physical condition so severe 
it prevents the person from do- 
ing any substantial work. The 
condition must be one which 
shows up in modical records and 
tests. In the case of a disabled 
adult child, the records must al- 
so show the condition began be- 
fore age 18.

Q—For a long time, my 


son and I have had dry skin. 
Could it be caused by soap 
or some vitamin deficiency? 
What do you advise? 


A—Dry 
skin 
is 
usually 


more of a problem in winter 
than in summer, especially 
in persons who fail to humid'- 
ify the indoor air in cold 
weather. You should bathe 
in lukewarm (not hot) water 
and use very 
little 
soap. 


Bathing twice a week rather 
than daily will help and, in- 
stead 
of rubbing yourself 


dry, 
use your towel to pat or 


fan yourself dry. A very thin 
coat of cold cream before 
retiring will help to prevent 
dryness. Vitamins A and B 
are essential for a healthy 
skin but it is doubtful tha't 
your dry skin is caused by a 
deficiency of these vitamins. 


Q—I am a man, 21. I can't 


get a close shave. I've tried 
different kinds of blades and 
an electric shaver. When 1 
shave, my skin gets red and 
flaky and hurts. What do you 
suggest? 


A—You may have sebor- 


rheic dermatitis. Since an 
electric shaver will not irri- 
tate your skin, use it two or 
three times a day if neces- 
sary. Apply methasone vale- 
rate (Valisone) cream to the 
reddened 
areas 
once 
or 


twice a day and use a dand- 
druff-removing shampoo two 
or three times a week. 


Q—Would a cream 
that 


contains ammomated merc- 
ury and natural estrogen be 
harmful to my skin? 


A—No. Ammoniated merc- 


ury is a mild antiseptic. The 
hormone cream will not re- 
move wrinkles and it is not 
likely that enough will bo 
absorbed to cause any re- 
juvenating effects, but il is 
harmless. 


Q—How can 1 tighten the 


loose sagging skin on my 
arms, legs and thighs after 
losing 23 pounds? 


A—It sounds as if you lost 


weight too fast. There are no 
drugs or exercises that will 
tighten 
your 
skin.

An assault is the mere 
threat of bodily harm—a mental 
injury. A battery is the harm it- 
self—a physical injury. 


True, the threat doesn't amount 


to an assault unless it comes close 
to being carried o u t — t h a t is, 
close to becoming a battery. 
Otherwise, the law treats the 
threat as empty bluster, not hurt- 
ful enough to be considered un- 
lawful. Take this case: 


An irate telephone caller, los- 


ing patience with the operator, 
cried: 


"If I were there. 1 would break 


your neck." 


Assault? A court said no, be- 


cause—with 
plenty of 
distance 


between the two parlies and with 
nn "if in the threat—it was not 
menacing enough lo support a 
claim. 


F.ven when the parties are face- 


to-face, the law won't protect the 
Nervous Nellie who sees danger 
where most people would see 
none. In another case, during an 
argument, a man shook his finger 
at a woman seated eight feet 
away. She sued him for assault, 
but (he court turned her down. 
The judge said it was foolish of 
her lo be frightened by such an 
innocuous gesture. 


What if there is no danger in 


fact, but the person has good 
reason to believe that there is? 
Suppose, for instance, 
that A 


points his gun at B. A knows 
the gun is empty, but B thinks it 
is loaded. In such circumstances, 
most courts have held that A has 
indeed assaulted B, just as if the 
gun were really loaded. 


"(B's) suffering," a judge ob- 


ser\ed. "is the same in the one 
rase as in the other."

YARD FURNITURE

Material that is both dur- 


able and easy to repair has 
made summer 
furniture a 


long-term investment. Alu- 
minum, 
redwood, 
painted 


steel and plastics are fairly 
weatherproof. But there are 
still things the home handy- 
man can do to add many 
seasons to their usefulness. 


It's a good idea to check 


over your summer furniture 
and remove it from winter 
storage well b e f o r e hot 
weather sets in. 


Each piece will at least 


need dusting. Most will need 
w a s h i n g . Detergent and 
water will work well for 
plastic, 
wood and painted 


metal. Scrub with a s t i f f 
brush. Aluminum may need 
more than this if badly pit- 
ted. In such case, rub with 
fine steel wool. 


Any metal furniture that 


shows signs of rust should 
be cleaned thoroughly with 
a wire brush and then steel 
wool. 


While you are cleaning is 


the time to check the condi- 
tion of the furniture. 
The 


joints may be l o o s e , legs 
wobble. It's a simple matter 
to tighten nuts and bolts as 
you go along. 


If s c r e w s or bolts are 


rusted or if the threads are 
stripped, then replace them 
with new ones. Use corro- 
sion-resistant f a s t e n e r s— 
plated steel for steel furni- 
ture, aluminum for alumi-

ing parts s h o u l d work 
smoothly. If they don't, oil 
will take care of the prob- 
lem. 


Tighten bolts on wooden 


furniture. 


With the furniture clean, 


it will be easy to see what 
else needs doing. Rusty spots 
on metal furniture should be 
rubbed down until the bare 
metal is shiny. Then prime 
with a rust-inhibiting paint 
before repainting. 


Painted wood that shows 


wear or blistering should be 
sanded and primed before 
the piece is repainted. 


In theory redwood 
does 


not need a finish. But there 
are redwood sealers which, 
while not hiding the grain of 
the wood, will enhance its 
beauty and make it more 
waterproof. These are pig- 
mented 
sealers which re- 


store color that fades with 
weathering. The sealer also 
will make the wood resistant 
to stains and thus easier to 
clean. 


The plastic fabric used on 


summer 
furniture, notably 


the k i n d with aluminum 
frames, is easy to replace. 
Kits are available 
which 


contain either full-size ready- 
made pieces or webbing in 
rolls to be cut off at the ap- 
propriate length. 


Sheet metal screws with 


large heads or washers to 
prevent tearing are used to 
fasten the new material to 
metal frames. On wooden 
frames use staples or tacks. 


Aluminum furniture needs 


no painting. Cleaning will be 
easier however with a coat 
of wax. Apply the wax after 
thoroughly cleaning w i t h 
steel wool.

Recall of 
Fulbright 
Absurd 


A 


fter 26 years of consistent 
support of Sen. J.W. (BUI) 
Fulbrtght your editor has 


turned critical-but this doesn't 
mean we condone or will sup* 
port the absurd effort now being 
made to mount a recall vote. 


It appears to have started with 


"Justice Jim" Johnson, a man 
who squeezed the Democratic 
party for personal advancement, 
then quit it when it was apparent 
the turnip had no more blood to 
give. Fulbright has his faults, 
but the least that can be said of 
Johnson is that lie has fewer 
virtues than the senator— a ques- 
tion Arkansas voters have al- 
ready resolved. 


Now trying to second-guess 


the 1968 election Johnson mounts 
his so-called recall campaign. 
He asked Attorney General Pur- 
cell for instructions on how to 
proceed, but not being an offi- 
cer-holder, Johnson was asked 
to make his request through the 
office of Kelly Bryant, secre- 
tary of state. Today Mr. Bryant 
advised that to effect a recall 
vote In this year's general elec- 
tion a petition requesting same 
must be filed with him not later 
than July 3— and the petition 
must be signed by 49,248 quali- 
fied 
voters, 
which Is 8 per 


cent of the total vote in the 1968 
general election. 


This editor has no intention of 


allying his newspaper with Jim 
Johnson In a "political spite" 
movement, and has every Inten- 
tion In the world of supporting 
Fulbright should his recall be 
asked In the November general 
election. 


Our confidence In Fulbright 


is shaken to the point that we 
might refuse to support him In 
a regular election— but a recall 
vote Is a different proposition. 


Fulbright was endorsed by the 


voters In 1968—and this amounts 
to a solemn contract for the full 
six-year Senate term. The sole, 
moral grounds for asking the re- 
call of a duly-elected public offi- 
cial has to be something close 
to bribery, moral turpitude, or 
other overt acts tending to de- 
grade him as a fit representa- 
tive of the people. 


A recall movement might con- 


ceivably be justified against Sen. 
Edward Kennedy, involved in a 
scandalous 
accident—but not 


against Fulbright, whose current 
sin is merely that his opinions 
and votes are running against 
the majority view of his const!- 
tutents. 


After 26 years in public office 


it must be conceded the people 
of Arkansas ought to know Bill 
Fulbright for what he is.

KENT, Ohio (AP) - An offi- 


cial of the Ohio Highway Patrol 
today disputed reports from the 
Ohio National Guard that a snip- 
er was spotted by police heli- 
copter before Guardsmen shot 
four Kent State University stu- 
dents to death Monday during 
an antiwar demonstration. 


The university, ordered evac- 


uated after the shooting, was 
virtually deserted this morning 
and under heavy police and mil- 
itary guard. 


Earlier, fire destroyed a barn 


and several farm tractors inone 
corner of the campus, and fire 
officials said they believed the 
blaze was deliberately set. 


Sgt. Michael Delaney of the 


guard public relations staff said 
after the shootings that, "At the 
aoproxltnate time of, the firing 
on the*'campus; the Ohio High-' 
way Patrol— via a helicopter—- 
spotted a sniper on a nearby 
building." 


Today, a patrol official, Maj. 


D. E. Manly, said, "There is 
nothing on the log on the sight- 
ing." Manly said If patrolmen In 
the helicopter circling the cam- 
pus had seen a gunman it would 
have been recorded. 


Guard officials claimed Mon- 


day and again today that the 
Guardsmen were returning the 
fire of a small caliber weapon in 
defense of their lives. A student 
crowd had surrounded some 30 
Guardsmen and were throwing 
rocks and chunks of concrete 
at them. 


The Justice Department and 


officials of the National Guard 
launched 
separate investiga- 


tions of the gunfire outburst 
which took the lives of two girls 
and two young men.

Doubt Hanoi 
Ability to 
Prolong War 
WASHINGTON (AP) - Some 


U.S. 
military leaders are con- 


vinced North Vietnam is under 
severe strain and destruction of 
once-secure Cambodian bases 
will cut deeply into Hanoi's abil- 
ity to wage a three-country war. 


Other analysts, however, be- 


lieve the North Vietnamese can 
continue fighting on fronts in 
South Vietnam, Cambodia and 
Laos If they followed a "low key 
strategy." 


Such strategy would involve 


selective attacks on U.S. and 
South 
Vietnamese bases in 


South Vietnam, limited opera- 
tions to consolidate positions in 
Laos, and possibly a withdrawal 
deeper In Cambodia to establish 
new bases. 


According to U.S. estimates, 


the North Vietnamese still have 
ample sources of military man- 
power, about 207,000 troops In 
the three countries, although the 
quality is down from what it 
used to be. Some experts be- 
lieve North Vietnam, could, if 
pressed, raise another million 
men. 


As long as the Soviet Union 


and Communist China are will- 
ing to pump in enough equip- 
ment, food and supplies, Ameri- 
can analysts feel North Viet- 
nam could sustain military op- 
erations throughout Indochina. 


Top U.S. leaders strongly 


doubt the North Vietnamese can 
gear*? up quickly for a heavy 
strike In response to the new 
U.S.-South Vietnamese offensive 
aimed at demolishing the ene- 
my base structure in Cambodia.
